IMMIGRATION BOOMING.

Forty Thousand Europeans Will 
Pass Through New Yerk 
This Menth. 


New York, March 23.—On five 
steamers which arrived yesterday from 
European ports there were 3,143 immi- 
grants. The French steamship La 
Bretagne brought 776, the Danish 
steamship Thingvalla, 334; the Can- 
ada, from Liverpool, 52; the Russia, 
from Havre, 982; and the Aurania, 
from Liverpool, 992. It will take the 
immigration officers two whole days to 
pass this army of men, women and 
children throught the barge office, and 
before they are all sent on their various 
ways, the chances are that more immi- 
grants will arrive to keep them busy. 
During the next thirty days it is es- 
timated that 30,000 or 40,000 immi- 
grants will arrive.
